On Racing Commission Reports 


HIS is to invite to the attention of the various 

state racing commissions an opportunity for 
gauging the improvement of the racing under 
their direction, and by such measuring to con- 
tribute to that improvement. Specifically, we sug- 
gest, to such commissions as have adequate funds, 
that they include in their reports a statistical 
analysis of the types of races in their respective 
states, track by track. 

In making this suggestion we wish to emphasize 
that it implies no criticism of such reports as are 
now published. These reports in most cases are 
excellent, and their improvement in the last few 
years has been remarkable. It has been only a 
dozen years since the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission report consisted of nothing but a re- 
print of the governing statutes, a list of licensed 
tracks and their dates, and a list of license fees 
collected from the tracks. From that nadir to the 
conscientious statements which today are laid be- 
fore the public it is a long climb, and if racing is 
far more strongly entrenched in favor today it is 
largely because the people of racing are revealing 
to the public a great deal more of the information 
which is the public’s business. 

The most complete statistical analysis of racing 
in any state is that included in the annual report 
of the New York State Racing Commission. In 
the 1943 report is a short chapter entitled ‘“Analy- 
sis of Racing by Class and Distance.” It states 
that 686 (52 per cent) of the races run in New 
York last year were under claiming conditions, as 
against 58 per cent in 1942. It goes on to show 
that claiming races attracted less betting per race 
and per betting unit than did the non-claiming 
races, which constituted 48 per cent of the races 
and drew 54 per cent of the wagering. This com- 
parison is of course important to those who make 
and those who administer the laws of racing. 

But to the people who participate in racing 
there are statistics which would be vastly more 
important. There is now going forward the first 
general attempt on a broad front to remedy some 
of the troubles which have come upon the Amer-

ican Turf as a result of its long and complacent 
dependence upon the claiming race. The question 
needs study and experimentation, and the facts 
should be made available so that we may proceed 
with some confidence toward the improvement 
that is sought. It is difficult to tell where we are 
going unless we know where we have been. 

The form in which these statistics should be 
set forth cannot very well be declared just now. 
Possibly the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners may wish to set up a committee to 
study the problem; if it does, we suggest that the 
committee call into consultation representatives of 
the American Trainers Associations, the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations, and other organi- 
zations which may have given their attention to 
the subject. THE BLoop-HorsE last spring pub- 
lished statistics on several meetings, but was un- 
able to continue them, its staff having been de- 
pleted by the war and its work increased. The 
form of those statistics may be helpful in working 
out an official analysis. 

But the essential information is more clearly set 
forth in the form which is included in the article 
beginning on page 458 of this issue, having to do 
with the excellent program of races at Hialeah 
Park’s recent meeting. This set-up was devised 
largely to implement an argument, and its appli- 
cation may be limited. But something of this sort 
is needed. The new American Racing Manual in- 
cludes for the first time a section on claiming 
races and number of claims at the various tracks, 
and these figures represent a big contribution to 
the sum of knowledge concerning the most impor- 
tant internal problem of the sport. 

A large number of key men in racing are now 
conscious of the damage which resulted from over- 
doing the claiming race. A widespread move is 
in progress toward undoing some of the damage. 
But the claiming race has been so much used, and 
the sport has become so dependent upon it, that 
all of us are having difficulty in thinking clearly 
about the matter. Essentially we face a problem 
like that posed in industry by cheap labor versus 
good wages. We shall have honest disagreement. 
We shall need facts and figures to guide us.

A Demonstration

HE 50-day meeting at Hialeah Park which 

closed recently was a practical demonstration 
of what can be done about the problem of too 
many claiming races. Without discussion, with- 
out an if, but, whereas, or however, the meeting 
revealed in actual practice the method by which 
overnight races under non-claiming conditions 
may be run in large numbers. 

Last June a committee of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations met in New York and gave 
a respectful hearing to a committee which repre- 
sented several groups of breeders, owners, and 


trainers. In the course of the written recom- 
mendations then presented was the following 
paragraph: 


hen the track has determined the average daily 
distribution it can afford to make in overnight races, 
let the condition book be so written that the over- 
night purses are graduated, in numerous steps, from 
the minimum purses to at least twice the minimum. 


In the complicated, wheels-within-wheels prob- 
lem of what to do about the claiming race, the 
paragraph just quoted is most significant. It 
holds the key to any permanent solution to the 
claiming problem. 

If non-claiming overnight races are to be suc- 
cessfully programmed, they must provide well 
matched fields. That is, the conditions must be 
so written as to bar from the race any horse 
which might altogether outclass the other start- 
ers. Trainers will not ordinarily put their horses 
in overnight races where some other trainer may 
enter a far better horse. That is paragraph one 
in any racing secretary’s book of wisdom. 

Hence the racing secretary who would write a 
condition race must have at hand the means to 
sort his horses into groups which are close enough 
together in class that the normal range of weight 
differences will give most of the starters a reason- 
able chance for a share of the purse. In writing 
allowance races he makes the necessary classifica- 
tion in two ways. He may separate the horses at 
the track into three or four grades, and this clas- 
sification automatically excludes from competition 
in any grade all the horses classified in superior 
grades. But that isn’t enough, unless he wishes 
to use a complicated system of a dozen or more 
grades, which probably wouldn’t be relished by 
anyone. So he needs to be able to bar horses from 
races on the basis of their previous victories. 

Now, suppose a large majority of the races at 
the track have had the minimum purse. Each 
winner of one of these races has earned the same 
first money, so that the amount won gives no dif- 
ferentiation of the class of the winners; in such 
case the secretary cannot bar these winners from 
other races except on the basis of the number of 
wins or their recency. 

But suppose the values of the races have been 
scattered in many steps up and down the scale, 
and the conditions of the races have been so writ- 
ten that the purses are roughly in proportion to 
the class of the horses. Then the horse which last

week won a race with first money of $1,200 can be 
barred this week from a prospective race which 
will be open to the winner of an $1,100 race. In 
order to frame the conditions of a sucessful allow- 
ance race, the secretary must be able to use this 
method freely. And the more he uses it, the more 
he can use it. The whole secret of allowance races 
lies in the ability of the racing secretary to classi- 
fy horses according to their previous earnings. 
Obviously he cannot make such a classification un- 
less there are differences in these earnings. 

This is ABC stuff. But the importance of it ap- 
pears to have escaped a good many persons who 
have given their attention to the claiming prob- 
lem. Some of them appear to have supposed that 
the suggestion of grading purses according to 
class was aimed simply to provide better horses 
with more money; that is the case, of course, but 
the suggestion is intended more to provide the 
means to that end than as the end itself. 

Further, it should be understood that it is not 
the purpose of allowance and graded races to ex- 
clude the cheap horse from earning a fair share 
of the purses. Rather, it should be the purpose 
of such races to provide adequate opportunity for 
all horses which appear good enough for competi- 
tion. If at a given track the best horses, say the 
top 25 per cent, include the $1,500 platers, then it 
is possible that these platers can be provided with 
larger earnings in allowance races than in claim- 
ing races—if the allowance races can be filled. 

Here one must realize that the conditioning of 
allowance races is a progressive affair. The more 
allowance races are written for one class of 
horses, the easier it is to write allowance condi- 
tions for the next lower class. Thus it may be 
possible, if we go slowly and avoid a too rapid 
dislocation of the present routine, eventually to

have a much larger percentage of non-claiming 
races even at the tracks which employ only 
“cheap” horses. It is difficult to see how the 
owners of any kind of horses would be harmed by 
such a development. It is difficult to see how 
such a development would be possible without a 
gradual extension of the practice of grading 
purses to the class of horses. 

The whole program depends upon the continued 
use of the device of making numerous differences 
in purse values. This in turn depends upon a 
relatively sparing use of the minimum purse. 

This argument might be set forth a thousand 
times without convincing many who preferred not 
to be convinced. But at Hialeah Park this winter 


it was set forth in cold figures, in actual racing, 
in actual money. And because one demonstration 
makes a deeper impression than many statements 
of “logic,” the conditioning of the races at that 
meeting are here set forth, somewhat laboriously, 
for the scrutiny of those interested in the problem. 

At Hialeah there were 87 races won by horses 
entered to be claimed for $1,600 or less; all were 
at the minimum purse value, providing $850 to 
the winner. From this class upward there is pro- 
gressive differentiation in the values of races. 
Horses entered for $2,500 earned either $850, 
$950, $1,000, $1,100, or $1,150; these differences 
were caused to some extent by the natural move 
toward larger purses as the meeting went on, but

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FLORIDA 


Tropical Park 


HE southern Florida vacation ground around 
Miami is filled with so many tourists and visi- 
tors that much of the nation’s press has become 
bitterly critical, not only of the visitors themselves 
but of their means of amusement. Racing, which 
appeals especially to photographers who wish to 
illustrate a moral with a picture of a crowd, was 
catching more than its share of the barbs. Even 
Damon Runyon got around to writing a _ piece 
about race horses still riding on the railroads. 

While the wind of public opinion was being 
whipped up to the general detriment of racing, 
the closing race meeting of the Florida season got 
under way, 30 days at Tropical Park, the pretty 
course at Coral Gables, near Miami. In keeping 
with the times, the meeting prospered. The first 
six days of racing attracted a total of $3,064,964 
through the tetalizator, an average of $510,827 a 
day. The public pools on opening day, Monday, 
March 6, totaled $522,508, and on Saturday, 
March 11, the handle was the highest in the his- 
tory of the course, $627,574, beating the former 
record of $570,714, set on the opening Monday of 
the 1941 spring meeting. Saturday’s program 
produced another record when $33,340 was wa- 
gered in the daily double. 

Winning the $2,000 Spring Inaugural Handicap 
on opening day Calumet Farm’s Mar-Kell took up 
117 pounds and equaled the track record of 1:10 
for six furlongs. 

Though the majority of the winter’s more 
prominent performers drop out of action after the 
close of Hialeah Park, Tropical Park apparently 
was offering the best program of racing in its his- 
tory. Its $1,000 purse minimum was used in only 
about a fourth of the races, and about a fourth of 
the races were being run under allowance condi- 
tions. The track, of course, must work with the 
owners of the cheaper horses who depend upon the 
meeting more than upon Hialeah Park, but it ap- 
peared to be following, to as large a degree as 
possible, the “book” of the Hialeah meeting. 

First stakes event was the Orange Blossom 
Stakes, run March 11. It brought out two of the 
best 2-year-olds of the winter, Tiger Call, by 
Tiger, and Don Chance, by Don Leon, but after 
Tiger Call had run out badly on the stretch turn 
they were both caught near the finish by Calumet 
Farm’s Teddy Haste, which set a new track rec- 
ord for 4% furlongs. Only other non-claiming 
race on the Saturday program was the 1'%-mile 
Medina Purse, won by the Indian Rock Stable’s 
Alaflaz, 5-year-old son of American Flag.

Tiger Call, from the first crop of foals by the 
young “Buil Dog stallion Tiger, was a solid public 
choice for the first of Tropical Park’s stakes races, 
closing at an even 3 to 2 in the totalizator. As 
the race was run he appeared best, but after he 
had established a four-length lead by running the 
first quarter in a sizzling 22% seconds he ran out 
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badly on the turn into the stretch and lost so much 
ground that it cost him the victory. Don Chance, 
a colt which Robert W. Collins sold privately last 
summer to W. A. Coleman, of Florida, and which 
Mr. Collins now trains, came through on the rail 
to take the lead when the favorite ran out and 
drew clear of the others. But he weakened a trifle 
and was nipped just at the wire by Calumet 
Farm’s Teddy Haste, on which Conn McCreary 
rode his typical rousing finish to make up some 
three lengths on the leader in the last furlong. 
Tiger Call made up ground after his unfortunate 
swing toward the outer rail, but lost the place to 
Don Chance by a margin of about a neck. 

The track record broken by Teddy Haste had 
been set at :5345 two days earlier by Snarkling.

When a race track dies it has a way of haunting 
people, especially the people associated with other 
tracks in the same vicinity.

Earl Curry, Federal referee in 
bankruptcy, recommended the acceptance of a bid 
from a group headed by James Donn, Miami flor- 
ist. Mr. Donn and his associates offered to pay 
$100,000 for the track and to assume the out- 
standing liabilities. Thomas E. Bragg, of Con- 
necticut and New York, had offered $610,000, but 
did not propose to take care of the liabilities, 
which probably represent a considerably larger 
total.

Hipodromo de las Americas 


HROUGH Sunday, March 12, the current 

meeting at the Hipodromo de las Americas 
had run through 62 days of racing at the rate of 
three days a week. With the recently announced 
extension of the program, racing in the gay Mexi- 
can capital will extend through seven months, 
from October 23 through May 21. 

With the Handicap de la Ciudad de Mexico, run 
Sunday, March 5, the stakes program, revised to 
fit the extension, moved into its more important 
phase. The handicap provided a meeting of See- 
ing Eye and Don Jose H., which had appeared the 
likeliest 3-year-olds of the meeting, but both of 
them suffered ill luck in the same accident at the 
start, and the race fell to an outsider, confusing 
the issue for the Derby Mexicano, which will be 
run Sunday, March 19, with 62,500 pesos added. 

In another race on the March 5 program, the 
overnight Handicap Magdalena, Denton and 
Burt’s Gay Dalton, most successful of the strictly 
Mexican developments, scored his sixth victory in 
his last seven starts, but the following Sunday, 
March 12, the American Flag gelding was unex- 
pectedly beaten by *Denver II (formerly a member 
of the L. B. Mayer stable) to which he had at- 
tempted to concede 29 pounds in a mile race. 

The low-valued Premio Juvenil, for 2-year-olds, 
was run Saturday, March 11, and won by Martha 
Fly, already a stakes winner at the meeting.

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ARKANSAS 
Oaklawn Park 


T Hot Springs, as at the larger vacation cen- 

ter of Miami, racing is extremely popular 
this winter. The second week of the Oaklawn 
Park meeting showed a considerable gain over the 
first, insofar as wagering totals furnished a 
barometer, and at the end of the first 12 days of 
sport a total of $3,280,049 had been handled, an 
average of $273,337 a day. 

Oaklawn Park is a_ between-seasons course 
which makes little attempt to attract high-class 
horses, but it appears on the way to an increase 
in distribution. Its minimum purse is $900, and 
this year it has more than its usual small per- 
centage of races for better horses. Feature of its 
Saturday, March 11, program was the $1,500 
1%46-mile Marquette Hotel Handicap, in which 
Mrs. Clyde Troutt’s 6-year-old Take Wing, by 
*Chicle, scored a nose victory over Boot and Spur, 
with Corona Corona third. Two other non-claim- 
ing races were run, the six-furlong Buffalo Handi- 
cap for 3-year-olds, won by Darby Dan Farm’s 
Darby Delilah, daughter of *Sir Gallahad ITI, and 
a six-furlong allowance race won by White Spot 
Farm’s 4-year-old Brilliant Fly, by Brilliant. 

On Monday, March 13, Signals Bloke, one of the 
promising 3-year-olds in the stable of Col. C. V. 
Whitney, came from behind to win an allowance 
race at a mile and 70 yards, though he bore in 
toward the finish. The race placed him definitely 
among the ready candidates for the Arkansas 
Derby. Colonel Whitney and Trainer L. T. Ruff 
had a double for the day, scoring a six-length vic- 
tory in a three-furlong purse for 2-year-old 
maiden fillies with Flyweight, which, like Signals 
Bloke, is by Firethorn. 

The governor of Arkansas has been somewhat 
hostile toward racing in his public utterances on 
the subject, but last week when the question of an 
extension of the meeting for charity purposes 
arose the State government leaned very much in 
the other direction. The regular meeting at Oak- 
lawn is schduled for 30 days, and the Arkansas 
law provides that not more than one 30-day meet- 
ing shall be held in any six-month period of any 
calendar year. The racing commission asked the 
attorney general for an opinion on the subject, 
and received an answer upon which the commis- 
sion immediately resloved to “supervise and lend 
its full support and assistance to six days of char- 
ity racing to be held at the Oaklawn Park track 
near Hot Springs, from April 3 to April 8, inclu- 
sive.”

N the front cover of this issue is a reproduc- 

tion of the photograph, taken last week by 
Mack Hughes, of Lexington, of Brownell Combs’ 
handsome 3-year-old filly Durazna, held by many 
horsemen to have been the best 2-year-old of 
either sex in 1943. Durazna, daughter of the 
young stallion Bull Lea and Mr. Combs’ top-class 
stakes-winning mare Myrtlewood, is under the 
care of Trainer John M. Goode at Churchill 
Downs, Louisville. 

Her racing this year probably will be fitted into 
a pattern which has become so uniform that news- 
paper men no longer have to ask Brownell Combs 
his intentions. She is nominated for the Ashland 
Stakes at the Keeneland meeting at Churchill 
Downs, and for the Kentucky Derby. But her 
owner rarely has a horse pointed for a race, espe- 
cially one in the early spring. “I’ll just wait and 
see what she does,” he says. When Durazna is 
ready to race, she will start racing, and there will 
be no hurry about it. She will be campaigned at 
the Kentucky and Chicago tracks. 

Except for Myrtlewood, Brownell Combs prob- 
ably would be out of Thoroughbred breeding and 
devoting most of his attention to the fine herd of 
cattle he has built up in recent years. Myrtle- 
wood was retired from racing in 1936 and pro- 
duced her first foal, the Equipoise filly Crepe 
Myrtle, in 1938. Crepe Myrtle showed definite 
signs of class, but was not sound, and won but one 
race. The excellent stakes-winning filly Miss Dog- 
wood, by *Bull Dog, came in 1939. Myrtlewood’s 
only colt, Sicklewood, by *Sickle, was born in 
1940; he was sold to W. E. Boeing, tried very 
highly as a yearling, but has made only one start. 
Durazna was foaled in 1941. Myrtlewood was 
barren for the first time in 1942, and in 1943 and 
1944 she produced bay fillies by *Sir Gallahad ITI. 
Her score to date: six foals, five fillies, four start- 
yh three winners, two top-class stakes-winning 
fillies.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


LEADING SIRES OF 1943 
No. 14. 


LTHOUGH *Jacopo was bred abroad, he has 

always been American-owned, since his breed- 
er was Marshall Field, who still owns him. He 
was foaled in England in 1928, a son of the Derby 
winner Sansovino and Black Ray, a minor stakes 
winner and excellent producer whose other foals 
have included the stakes winners Dark Brilliance, 
Eclair, Black Domino, Infra Red, and another im- 
ported sire, *Foray II, which unfortunately died 
in Virginia after a short stud career. “Jacopo’s 
second dam was also a stakes winner, and his 
third dam was the Oaks winner Our Lassie. 

His racing career was not attended with much 
good fortune. At two he won three of his four 
starts, and was beaten only in the Imperial Pro- 
duce Stakes, when Doctor Dolittle, to which he 
was attempting to give 11 pounds, defeated him 
by a neck. At the end of the season he was 
ranked level with Portlaw at the head of the 2- 
year-old Free Handicap, each being given 133 
pounds. (*Foray II topped the Free Handicap for 
2-year-olds of 1936.) 

As a 3-year-old he was being prepared for the 
Two Thousand Guineas when he contracted a 
chill, and had to abandon training. He was fora 
time second favorite for the Derby, but after Dr. 
Dolittle, getting five pounds this time, beat him 
for the Londesborough Plate his stock went down 
badly. In the Derby, won by Cameronian, he fin- 
ished seventh. He was training well for the St. 
Leger, but kicked himself on the near hind leg and 
inflicted so deep a cut he had to be taken tem- 
porarily out of training. Though he started four 
times at three and was second twice, he was 
ranked fourth among the 3-year-olds in the Free 
Handicap, with Cameronian, Sandwich, and Orpen 
above him. As a 4-year-old he also started four 
times, his only victory being in the Princess of 
Wales’ Stakes, at 1% miles, which he won under 
129 pounds. 

He was put in the stud at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Farm in 1933, and his first crop, con- 
sisting of 17 foals, came in 1934. One of his first 
mates was the great broodmare Heloise, and from 
her he got the stakes winner Francesco, and two 
others from the first crop, Sansalvo and Cinque- 
Cento, went to England and won stakes. In all, 
13 of the 17 foals won, three being stakes winners. 
The second crop included the high-class filly Ja- 
cola, as well as the minor stakes winner Sir 
Raleigh. The third included Dixiana, a stakes- 
winning filly in France, and subsequently *Jacopo 
sired the stakes winners Damaged Goods, Robert 
Morris, Up the Hill, and Jacless. 

It will be noted that the best of these are fillies, 
and it was a 2-year-old filly which was *Jacopo’s 
principal money winner in 1943, the high-class 
Cocopet, which won six races and $26,875 in first 
monies, including the Mayflower and Saratoga 
Sales Stakes, and the Saratoga Special. -In 1943 
he was represented by 52 winners, also including 
the stakes winners Jacless and Uncle Seaweed, 
the latter a steeplechaser. It was the third time 
*Jacopo has been among the 20 leading sires, and 
the highest place he has occupied; he was seven- 
teenth in 1941 and twentieth in 1942. In the

United States through 1943 he has sired winners 
of 630 races and $783,402, all monies included.

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CANADIAN THOROUGHBREDS 


Two Compilations 


FAMILIAR visitor of the winter is the an- 

nual Canadian Thoroughbreds, previously is- 
sued by the Prairie Thoroughbred Breeders and 
Racing Association, but by way of becoming the 
national Canadian publication, since it is now sup- 
ported also by the Canadian Thoroughbred Horse 
Society and the Incorporated Canadian Racing 
Associations. This little volume was joined this 
winter by another statistical compilation, the 
British Columbia Racing and Breeding Manual, 
which as you might suppose is devoted entirely to 
racing in Canada’s westernmost province. 

The older publication, since it deals with racing 
in all of Canada, is of the more general interest. 
It shows that there were 283 days of racing above 
the border last year, with a total distribution of 
$1,201,330, against 270 days and $1,078,600 in 
1942. Canadian-bred horses, for some reason not 
entirely clear, dropped back a little proportionate- 
ly last year, winning 39.7 per cent of the races 
and 44.7 per cent of the money, against 51.7 per 
cent of the races and 55.7 per cent of the money 
in 1942. The number of Canadian horses racing 
in Canada dropped from 757 to 690, or about 9 per 
cent, a circumstance which accounts only partly 
for the decline. A figure which the compilation 
seems to need, but does not have, is the number of 
races and amount of purses restricted to Cana- 
dian-bred horses; it is not possible to estimate hte 
comparative success of Canadian horses in open 
races. 

Canadian-bred horses won $579,580 in 1943, of 
which $42,505 was at American (sic) tracks. 
Most successful was MacDonald Stable’s Tulach- 
more, winner of five races and $14,490. He was 
closely followed by the weight-carrying Shepper- 
ton, winner of nine events and $13,240. Heulwen, 
by Stand Pat, led the 2-year-olds with four wins 
and $10,965. 

The leading sire of 1943 was Frisius, a Belair- 
bred son of *Star Hawk—*Filante, by Sardana- 
pale, taken to Canada by P. H. Wright. He had 
13 winners of 40 races and $33,190, and was just 
ahead of Brother Joe, a Bradley-bred by Black 
Toney—Blossom Time, whose get won $32,525. 
It was Frisius’ first time at the top of the list; 
Brother Joe led in 1941 and was third in 1942, 
Cudgel, long a mainstay of Canadian breeding, 
has dropped to twelfth place, and his youngest 
winners last season were 6-year-olds. 

Woodlands Investments, Ltd. (R. S. MeLaugh- 
lin), of Ontario, for the second straight year, was 
the leading breeder, accounting for 30 winners of 
62 races and $64,280. R. James Speers, of Win- 
nipeg, was second for the fourth straight year, 
and has been second for six of the last seven 
years; in the other season, 1939, he was first. W. 
H. Wright was third for the fourth time in the 
last five years. 

A feature of the statistics which has always 
puzzled this reviewer is the section on “Foremost 
Sires” and “Foremost Dams.” The leader of the 
list of sires here is “Osiris II, credited with 
$152,265. This is neither a 1943 record nor an 
all-time record; it is the sum of the total earnings 
of those horses by *Osiris II which raced in 1943. 
There is no objection to this compilation—al- 
though if it takes the average reader as long to 
figure out how the total was arrived at as it did 
the reviewer, the method of compilation ought to 
be indicated—but it is a little difficult to see what 
use it serves. If this bystander, who admires the

book generally, may be permitted a suggestion, 
the all-time record of the leading sires would be 
a bit more illuminating. 

The book contains considerably more statistical 
material, including a section on broodmare sires, a 
complete record of the Canadian horses which 
raced in 1943, as well as nominations to the prin- 
cipal early-closing races of 1944 and 1945. 

The British Columbia manual has the complete- 
ness possible only to compilations dealing with a 
relatively small amount of material. British 
Columbia, being so far removed from most of the 
breeding and racing centers in the United States, 
is somewhat more unfamiliar than the tracks in 
eastern Canada, which once bulked very large in 
North American racing. The Manual lists 41 
stallions in British Columbia and 197 broodmares. 
The section on broodmares is virtually a British 
Columbia stud book, for the mares and their en- 
tire produce through 1942 are listed in the usual 
stud book form. 

Purses in both Vancouver and Victoria totaled 
$202,950 in 1943, representing a reasonable gain 
over the last few years. Of this sum $46,300 was 
offered in races’ restricted to Canadian-bred 
horses. As an indication of how racing in British 
Columbia is chiefly a home product, British 
Columbia owners accounted for $141,393 of the 
total. The 398 horses which shared in purses in- 
cluded 206 horses bred outside Canada, 150 bred 
in British Columbia, 41 bred in the prairie prov- 
inces of Canada, only one from eastern Canada. 

The book contains a full list of the stallions in 
British Columbia, the complete 1943 records of 
horses which raced at the tracks there, records 
of the runnings of the principal events, and a con- 
siderable amount of other material. At Van- 
couver, according to a brief explanation of the in- 
surance carried there, if a horse is injured so 
badly in a race that it must be destroyed, the 
owner is paid the winner’s share of the purse, the 
amount to be at least $300, not more than $1,000. 
A system of deductions ($7.50 from the winner, 
$2 from the second, $1 from the third, and 2! 
cents from each jockey) handles the premiums on 
this insurance, which of course is intended pri- 
marily to cover jockeys and exercise boys. By 
way of background to the 1943 figures, some sta- 
tistics for 1942 and 1941 also are included.

Remount's New Chief 


Col. Frank L. Carr, for most of the last two 
years commandant at Fort Robinson, Neb., has 
been moved to Washington as chief of the Re- 
mount Division, succeeding Col. L. M. Daniels. 

Horsemen, in the Army and out, were delighted 
with Colonel Carr’s assignment. He is a horse- 
man’s horseman, one of the ablest developed in 
the American Army. He was twice a member of 
equestrian teams in the Olympic games and for 
ten years was a member of a top-ranking Army 
horse show team before an injury forced him out 
of this sort of action. He is a native of Missouri, 
a graduate of West Point in the class of 1917, a 
member of the 78th Field Artillery in the World 
War. 

Because of the great distances of the battle 
fronts from heme, there has been virtually no use 
of mounted cavalry by the American Army in the 
present war, and the Remount has had scant at- 
tention. But its officers and offices have been 


kept extremely busy, largely with the business of 
buying mules.

U. S. to England to India 


INNER of the newly established classic of the 

Turf in India, the Two Thousand Guineas, 
patterned after the English mile classic for 3-year- 
olds, was the Maharajah of Kashmir’s Paragon, a 
brown colt by Paradine (son of Grand Parade) 
out of Blue Ribbon, by Medal out of Lucky Queen, 
by Desmond out of Welbury, by Grey Leg, fourth 
dam the American-bred Elizabeth M., by *Water- 
cress. The race is for horses bred in India. 

Elizabeth M. was a chestnut mare bred at El- 
mendorf Farm, Lexington, in 1898 by James B. 
Haggin. She was out of Hana, by Alarm out of 
Hanap, by *King Ban out of Himyar’s sister, the 
stakes winner Haz’em, by *Australian out of 
Hira, by Lexington. Racing for William Collins 
Whitney, she won five races in this country as a 
2-year-old, and in December of that year (1900) 
was sent to England. At three she won the Fern 
Hill Stakes and King’s Stand Stakes at Ascot, and 
at four she won the Harewood Handicap and 
Kennett Plate, all at short distances. 

This was before the “Jersey Act” went into ef- 
fect, and Elizabeth M. became a good producer in 
England. Her dam, Hana, was a half-sister to 
Jenny Monroe, dam of the Riedinger family’s 
Oreen, a mare which ran 77 times in five seasons, 
turned out the stakes winners Giblon and Dray- 
mont as her first two foals, and produced nine 
winners from nine foals. 


Foreign Notes 


An example of the manner in which *Teddy 
blood is overrunning the world is found in the 
result of two Derbys run recently in South Africa. 
The South African Derby, at the great modern 
city of Johannesburg, was won by Burning De- 
light, by the French-bred Asbestos II, by Asterus, 
by *Teddy; and the second horse, Spill, was also 
a son of Asbestos II and a brother to the last 
previous winner of the race. The Western Prov- 
ince Derby at Capetown was won by Abd-el- 
Kader, by Soldier King (son of the English Wal- 
ter Gay) out of Tiarella, by Hotweed, second dam 
Tivoli II, by *Teddy. 

Winner of the Eclipse Stakes at Bombay, India, 
February 5 was the Maharajah of Kashmir’s Des- 
ert Sunrise, 7-year-old English-bred son of So- 
lario—Desert Song, by Silvern. Second was the 
remarkable 12-year-old Finalist, an Irish-bred son 
of Winalot which won four renewals of the Vice- 
roy’s Cup. 

On Friday, February 4, the totalizator at the 
Wellington Racing Club in New Zealand handled 
over £200,000 ($800,000) on eight races. In the 
day’s feature, the Wellington Racing Club Han- 
dicap, the jockey on the favorite, Glenfalloch, set 
up a long lead, rode too confidently in the stretch, 
and allowed Macedoine to beat him in the last 
stride with a sudden rush; he was set down for 
six months.

Shue Fly's Emergence 


Editor, THE BLoop-HorRsE: 

After reading your current issue about the 
well known quarter mare Shue Fly, I looked up the 
records of the race meeting held here in Deming 
in October, 1940. 

The sixth race of the sixth day was a special 
sweepstakes which closed with five nominations 
at $200 each to be added to the purse ($100), win- 
ner take all, catch weights, minimum being 119 
pounds. One-quarter mile. The starters were: 


1. Sparky, owned by Vance Rhea, Pampa, Texas. 
2. Cyclone, owned by E. Stephens, Arizona. 


. Shue Fly, owned by Burris and Baca, Santa Fe, 

N. M. 

. Joe Tom, owned by Ed Watts, Carlsbad, N. M. 
5. Gold Dust owned by Blanton, Page and Grif- 
fith, Wilcox, Ariz. 

This race, so far as I know, was the first quar- 
ter-mile sweepstakes run in the Southwest. It 
excited considerable interest and brought people 
for hundreds of miles who possibly wouldn’t have 
gone a fraction of the distance to see a Thorough- 
bred classic. As I recall, Sparky from Texas was 
the favorite, Cyclone, also another well known 
Texas horse, was well backed, as was, also, Joe 
Tom, an outstanding quarter horse from eastern 
New Mexico. Gold Dust was from Arizona where 
she was also known as the Gardner Mare, and 
many Arizonans considered her unbeatable. 

Shue Fly, running as a 38-year-old, was hardly 
mentioned. 

The start from the McMillan starting gate was 
right in to a turn and was a little rough. Gold 
Dust, on the outside, lost her rider. Sparky, in 
number one position, was forced to the rail. Shue 
Fly, ridden by P. Dominquez had a clear field 
from the start and the outcome never was in 
doubt. Cyclone finished second and Sparky third. 

The value of this race to the winner was $1,137, 
the odd amount being due to the New Mexico rac- 
ing law which provides that 5 per cent of the 
pari-mutuel handle on any race must be added to 
the purse. Incidentally, Shue Fly paid $14.40 to 
win. (At quarter races a good part of the 
betting is done at the rail which is no help to the 
mutuels. ) 

This was the first race in which I saw Shue Fly 
run and I do not know whether she had started 
before. Some time after this she was sold to the 
Hepler Brothers, Elmer and Charlie. The Heplers 
are New Mexico ranchers who are a credit to 
horse racing and would be to any other sport in 
which they would participate. ...

CHAPTER VIII (Continued) 


AIRNGORM was the best of the 3 year-olds I 

trained this year, Tradition excepted, of course. 
He was a bay colt by *Star Ruby—Linda Vista 
possessed of an exceptionally good constitution. 
He was never sick or sorry, always ran an hon- 
est race, and in 1905 he started in 23 races, win- 
ning eight, was second in seven, third in three, 
and earned $31,485. He trained off a bit near the 
end, which was perfectly natural. Among his vic- 
tories were the Pocantico Handicap, the Preak- 
ness (at Gravesend, not to be confounded with the 
stakes run at Pimlico), the Carlton, the Brooklyn 
Derby, the Bay Ridge Handicap, the Saratoga 
Derby, the Cup Preliminary, and the Brighton 
Cup. The Cup Preliminary (1% m.) and the 
Brighton Cup, (2%4 m.) were reduced to matches 
between Cairngorm and Caughnawaga, owned by 


that sterling sportsman, the late John Sanford. 
Caughnawaga that year had won the Saratoga 
Handicap and the Saratoga Cup; in the latter he 
whipped Beldame and Cairngorm. In the Cup 
Preliminary Caughnawaga started favorite at 
2 to 5, but my horse at 6 to 5 won easily by four 
lengths, earning $2,675. As a result the book- 
makers installed Cairngorm favorite at 9 to 20 in 
the Brighton Cup. There was plenty of 2 to 1 to 
be had against Caughnawaga, but Jockey O’Neill 
never had a moment’s worry, as Cairngorm strode 
home by six lengths, earning $9,800, including a 
cup valued at $1,000. 

Czaraphine as a 3-year-old won two selling 
stakes, the Columbus, worth $1,100, and the New- 
ton, worth $1,210, and was then sold to Morris L. 
Hayman. Floralia, a daughter of *Watercress 
and the great mare Firenze, won twice, once for 
Sydney Paget and once for me. She won for me 
at Benning (Washington, D. C.) and Tom Healey 
trained her for me. The 3-year-old Jonquil also 
won two races. Woodsaw won but one race, the 
Sheepshead Bay Handicap at six furlings, worth 
$3,600. He was in with the feather of 90 pounds 
and was ridden by Walter Miller, then a light- 
weight under contract to Tom Welsh, and he 
whipped some of the best sprinters in training. 
Zeala, sister to Waterboy, won one race for Syd- 
ney Paget. I purchased her later in the year, 
turned her over to Tom Healey, and he won two 
races with her for me at Benning. 

With the exception of the gelding Jacobite, 
none of the 2-year-olds stood out. As Mr. Paget 
had contracted to take yearlings from J. B. Hag- 
gin annually, we were under the necessity of sell- 
ing developed horses whenever the opportunity 
arose. Thus of the 2-year-olds Waterwings, af- 
ter winning one race, was sold to Morris L. Hay-

Phidias, a bay gelding by *“Bathampton— 


man. 
Phida (a half-brother to Beauclere, by Salvator, 
which was possibly Max Hirsch’s first good 
horse), won a race in May and was then sold 
to the cotton broker George de Guemons, and, 
trained by J. P. (Cotton) Neumeyer, he won three 


races for his new owner. In one of them he 
whipped the first-class 2-year-old George C. Ben- 
nett, and thereby almost brought about a heart 
attack to Bennett’s trainer, Billy Phillips. Phidias 
also beat that high-class filly Whimsical, owned by 
T. J. Gaynor, and in the same race Mr. Paget's 
Kinleydale was third, which caused me to won- 
der if I had been too quick on the trigger when | 
sold Phidias. 

Watergrass, a chestnut filly by *Watercress— 
Miss Clay, was retained; she won three races and 
they netted the stable $3,495. The best was the 
Packer, a selling stakes at Jamaica in which she 
was entered to be sold for $1,500. 

One of the 2-year-olds was Kinleydale, a son of 
Kinley Mack—*Berriedale, by Donovan. *Berrie- 
dale produced Biturica, purchased as a yearling 
by James R. Keene, and dam of the great mare 
Maskette and the winner Veil. *Berriedale was 
also the dam of Donald McDonald, a frequent 
winner for Phil T. Chinn. Her line still flourishes 
today through her daughter Ophirdale, dam of 
Princess Ormonde and grandam of Ormonda. 
From Ormonda descend Osmand, Brevity, and 
Dustwhirl, the latter dam of Reaping Reward. A 
year or so after Reaping Reward was foaled, 
Arthur B. Hancock sold Dustwhirl, which he had 
purchased from Joseph E. Widener, to Warren 
Wright for $12,500 and Mr. Wright, by breeding 
Dustwhirl to *Blenheim II, secured Whirlaway. 
It is a long way from Kinleydale to Whirlaway— 
they trace to the same maternal tap-root but here 
the resemblance ends—for Kinleydale won but 
three races at two and earned $3,310 thereby. One 
of his victories was in a minor stakes, the Baby- 
lon Handicap. I felt rather sanguine of winning 
this race, run at Aqueduct in November, but ex- 
pected to do so with the gelding Jacobite, which 
carried top weight of 126 pounds and was ridden 
by J. Jones. I also started Kinleydale (115), with 
Willie Shaw up, principally to insure a strong 
early pace. I doubt if Shaw ever had a superior 
as a judge of pace; he could rate a horse in front 
better than any jockey I have seen since Isaac 
Murphy. In accordance with my instructions he 
took Kinleydale to the front and rated him so well 
and rode him so smoothly he was never caught, 
winning all out by a head from Hooray. I had 
made no declaration as to a winner. Jacobite, off 
slowly, appeared to be anchored by the weight 
and when Jones saw Shaw in front with Kinley- 
dale he wisely dropped his hands and Jacobite fin- 
ished next to last. 

This brings me to Jacobite, the only 2-year-old 
I had that year with any pretensions to class. He 
was a bay gelding and was rather appropriately 
named—his sire was “Golden Garter and his dam, 
Flora Mac, was a daughter of *Flora MacDonald, 
named after the Scottish heroine who sheltered 
“Bonnie Prince Charlie” after Culloden in 1745. 
As you know I am partial to geldings. There 
should be a lot more of them; we would then 
have much better racing and far fewer worthless 
sires. 

Jacobite had no valuable stakes engagements, 
but he started in 18 races, won nine, was secon 
in two, third in three, and earned $19,560. Six of 
his victories were scored in stakes—the Hudson, 
Dash, Foam, Cutchogue, Remsen, and Creedmore. 
By no stretch of the imagination could Jacobite be 
termed a high-class horse, but he was decidedly 
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useful, and at one time or another defeated such 
fair 2-year-olds as Sir Huon, Inquisitor, King’s 
Daughter, Security, and Kuroki. Twice in minor 
stakes Jacobite won with Kinleydale second. Wil- 
lie Davis rode well during the year; out of 433 
mounts he won 94 races, was second in 80, and 
third in 59. 

While not as good as the year before, 1906 was 
a satisfactory year. The horses I trained won 
75 races and earned $138,474. This year the Paget 
horses had decreased to 14, 11 of which were 2- 
year-olds. The older horses were Hamburg Belle, 
Tradition, and Cairngorm. I had 14 head owned 
by August Belmont. My former patron, Perry 
Belmont, turned over seven 2-year-olds to me, 
all home-bred. Five were by Ethelbert and one 
by Magian, both of which I had trained for Mr. 
Belmont. The other one was by Ben Brush. I had 
four horses as well for Edward R. Thomas, who 
also had five horses with John Shields. Mr. Thomas 
had raced Hermis, Stalwart, Lady Amelia, St. 
Bellane, Onatas, and others in other years. All 
of those mentioned had been stakes winners and 
all of them except St. Bellane were still in train- 
ing with John Shields, but past their prime. I 
also had three horses of my own, two 2-year-olds, 
Aftermath and Free Trader, both worthless and 
soon discarded, and the 3-year-old Watergrass, 
purchased from Sydney Paget. Watergrass won 
three races. This filly was useless most of the 
season and did not earn brackets before Septem- 
ber, and all of her victories were in overnight 
races. 

Of the four horses I trained for E. R. Thomas, 
three started and all won. Barbary Belle won the 
Creedmore Stakes, earning $1,590 and beating the 
6-to-5 favorite Frank Gill. Toddles won one race. 
Jacobite, sold to Mr. Thomas at the end of the 
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previous year, was slow in rounding to and won but 
two races for his new owner, the second being in 
his last start for the year, the Woodmere in No- 
vember, worth $1,125, at Aqueduct. 

Only two of Perry Belmont’s seven juveniles 
were winners. El Dorado, a chestnut colt by 
Ethelbert—Dorotheo, won twice, a maiden and a 
selling race; Donna Elvira, a bay daughter of 
Ethelbert—Old Madrid, won three races, all in the 
spring and all under selling conditions. 

There were eight winners among the horses I 
trained for August Belmont. Oaklawn was still 
in the stable for Mr. Belmont needed a lot of con- 
vincing the colt was worthless. But after six 
races, in which Oaklawn scrambled home third on 
two occasions, he was willing to admit the son of 
Farandole was of no account. 

Blandy won twice. His second victory was 
scored in the Parkway Handicap (1%6 m.) at 
Gravesend late in May. Blandy beat Oxford easily 
by two lengths with Proper third, and Merry Lark, 
Cedarstrome, Ram’s Horn, Adbell, and Von 
Tromp in the beaten field. This was pretty fair 
company—Ram’s Horn went on to win the Bright- 
on Handicap—but Blandy, as the saying is, 
“couldn’t beat a pig down an alley” the rest of the 
year, failing on seven occasions. Bridgeman won 
a maiden race on his first appearance under colors 
and was useless thereafter. 

Insofar as the older horses were concerned, the 
3-year-old filly Tiptoe towered over the rest. This 
daughter of Hastings—Tarpeia was a model of 
consistency; in 16 starts she won seven races, was 
second in six and third in one. Like many other 
fillies she improved as the racing season waned. 
After three failures she earned brackets in the 
first race of the opening day at Belmont Park, 
paralleling the history of Blandy the year before.

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Her second victory was scored at the expense of 
Brookdale Nymph at Sheepshead Bay. Then came 
a victory at a mile, also at Sheepshead Bay, and 
at Brighton Beach she whipped Nannie Hodge, 
First Premium, Handzarra, and other good sprint- 
ers at six furlongs. At Saratoga, under 120 
pounds, she whipped Shot Gun (130), Aeronaut 
(132), and others at six furlongs. Also at Sara- 
toga, at seven furlongs and under 122 pounds, she 
beat J. E. Widener’s Sir Lynnewood (3, 105) a 
head, with Inquisitor (121), Peter Sterling (3, 
115), Aeronaut (127), and Martin Doyle (110) be- 
hind them. Her last victory of the year was 
scored in a stakes at Sheepshead Bay in Septem- 
ber, the one-mile Ocean Handicap. In this race, 
the best of her career, she started at 8 to 1 under 
107 pounds and won in hand by three leneths 
from Neva Lee (111), Proper (116), Oxford 
(110), Inquisitor (38, 112), Inferno, Coy Maid, 
Good Luck, Dolly Spanker, and King’s Daughter 
—a first-class field. The race was worth $3,320. 

The August Belmont 2-year-olds were disap- 
pointing on the whole. Don Enrique, Glamor, and 
Smiling Tom each won a cheap race. Rosemount 
won three condition races. Misgivings, a bay 
daughter of *“Dieudonne—Miss Darebin and there- 
fore Rancho del Paso-bred, was the only stakes 
winner among the Belmont 2-year-olds. She won 
twice, her second and last success coming in the 
Vernal Stakes at Sheepshead Bay, worth $4,510, 
and run at five furlongs over the Futurity course. 
Ridden by Walter Miller she won drawing away 
by the best part of a length from the 13-to-5 
choice Soprano, with nine others in the beaten 
field. 

Among the Paget division, the 5-year-old Ham- 
burg Belle and the two 4-year-olds, Tradition and 
Cairngorm, remained in training. This was a 
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mistake insofar as Tradition was concerned; she 
completely lost her form and was beaten in all 
four of the races she started for, although she 
was placed in three. I had some misgivings about 
her when she finished third to Accountant and 
Logistilla in her first start, and they increased 
materially after she was unplaced behind Coy 
Maid, Flip Flap, and Consistent. Then Brookdale 
Nymph beat her in a gallop and after she suc- 
cumbed to Running Water, which developed into 
the best 3-year-old filly of the year, I sent her 
back to Mr. Haggin for the stud, where she was 
a failure. 

Cairngorm was another disappointment. He 
showed a flash of his form of the year before 
when he won his first start, a handicap at 1!16 
miles under top weight 124 pounds, but he never 
won again that year, although I started him in 11 
more races. 

Hamburg Belle was beginning to show the wear 
and tear of training and racing. She started in 
four races, and won two, and in this, as in every 
other year she raced, she was a stakes winner. 
She began the year at Sheepshead Bay, a track 
she always fancied. I gave her lots of time; her 
first start was on July 2 in the one-mile Equality 
Stakes under 106 pounds with Miller up. Favorite 
at 1 to 3, she easily defeated Halifax and Fancy 
Bird. On the opening day at Brighton Beach I 
ran her in the Brighton Mile, a race Beldame was 
defeated in. Under 121 pounds she was 3 to 5 and 
Miller brought her down in front in a furious 
drive, a head in front of Tim Gaynor’s 3-year-old 
filly Whimsical (109). Flip Flap was third, Tok- 
alon unplaced. Flip Flap and Whimsical were 
both fine fillies.

burg Belle, her weight for this race being 124 
pounds. I felt the distance of the race was too 
far for her, but thought her speed and class might 
see her through. It might have, if she had not 
run in the Brighton Mile three days before. This 
race took far more out of her than I realized. | 
also started Cairngorm (118) with Jones up, to 
set a fast pace. Lucien Lyne rode the Belle. Jones 
obeyed his instructions to the letter and led the 
way for half a mile, but Hamburg Belle was never 
a contender and finished practically last. Kurokj 
had been left at the post and merely galloped af- 
ter the field; he was the only horse Hamburg 
Belle beat. Ram’s Horn won by a head, First 
Mason was second, Whimiscal third and the time 
was 2:03%5. Hamburg Belle did not run again 
until the autumn meeting at Sheepshead Bay, in 
the Fall Highweight, the race preceding the Fu- 
turity. She carried 129 pounds and Jones rode, 
She was 8 to 1 and ran badly, finishing ninth; the 
winner was Roseben (132), ridden by Lyne. That 
sufficed—she had been beaten off by Roseben at 
scale weights, and the year before at six fur- 
longs she had given Roseben four pounds actual 
weight and a beating. I urged Mr. Paget to turn 
her back to Mr. Haggin and he did so. 

Hamburg Belle, my first Futurity winner, will 
always hold a soft spot in my heart. She was a 
light chestnut with a flaxen mane and tail, witha 
star and the near hind fetlock white. In appear- 
ance she was exceptionally bloodlike. She was a 
bit long in the back, but decidedly graceful and 
her action was particularly good. For a filly she 
had large jowls, but otherwise she was very fem- 
inine in appearance. She was low at the withers, 
her shoulder was well laid, her quarters not too 
muscular. She was somewhat light in the fore- 
arms and gaskins, but she was not cursed with 
that drawback Hamburg handed down to so many 
of his descendants—bad knees. She also had the 
best of legs and feet, was a very good “doer,” and 
during the first three seasons she raced she was 
capable of holding her own with all of her rivals, 
regardless of sex, up to a mile. 

The Paget 2-year-olds, with the exception of 
Charles Edward and Water Pearl, were of little 
account. L’Amour, Mexican Silver, and Norfolk 
each won a race and were then drafted out. 
Charles Edward also won only one race, but he 
was a brother to Jacobite and I felt certain he 
would show marked improvement at three. | 
counseled Mr. Paget not to sell him and he was 
guided by my judgment, which redounded to his 
profit a year later. 

I was particularly gratified when Water Pearl 
displayed stakes quality early in the spring. He 
was a most impressive-looking chestnut colt by 
*Watercress—Pearl V. His dam was a winning 
daughter of Salvator and the great mare Firenze, 
foaled in 1894. Pearl V. had been named for Miss 
Pearl Voorhees, who became J. B. Haggin’s second 
wife in 1897, and I was naturally anxious to see 
the colt out of a mare named after her develop 
into a stakes winner. I had failed with Sir Voor- 
hees, a son of *Sir Modred—Pearl V., so when 
Water Pearl won at Belmont Park on opening day 
that spring of 1906 on his second start I was 
somewhat elated. I hardly thought he was tight 
enough, which was reflected by the fact he was 
held at 15 to 1 at the “off.” He ran most gamely 
to win by half a length. i 

*Watercress was probably the best sire that 
ever stood at the Rancho del Paso, despite the 
fact he never led the list. He was a massive dark 
brown horse, standing over 17 hands high, but 
most symmetrically shaped without a suspicion 
of lumber about him. He was by Springfield— 
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Wharfedale, by Hermit, and previous to his impor- 
tation had been owned by Baron Hirsch and was 
trained by John Porter, who bought him as a foal 
from his breeder, Lord Falmouth, and sold him to 
Baron Hirsch. *Watercress was too big to train 
properly at two, but on the strength of a good 
trial he was started in the Rous Memorial at 
Newmarket in October and beaten. *Watercress 
won three races and $20,530. Among his vic- 
tories were the Prince of Wales’ Stakes and the 
Hardwicke Stakes with 136 pounds at Ascot, and 
he was third in the St. Leger, behind La Fleche 
and the Derby winner Sir Hugo and in front of 
Orme. Harry Mann, who was acting as assist- 
ant stud groom at the Rancho del Paso when he 
wasn’t working with me, was devoted to *Water- 
cress. He swore he was the sweetest dispositioned 
horse he ever knew. He weighed about 1,450 
pounds during the covering season. When Mr. 
Haggin’s partner, Mr. Tevis, died, it necessitated 
the sale of the Rancho del Paso stud, and Harry 
Payne Whitney bid up to $70,000 in an effort to 
secure *Watercress, but Mr. Haggin retained him 
for an additional $1,000. 

If we are to believe Harry Mann, Water Pearl 
was the best 2-year-old I trained for Sydney 
Paget, and he may be more than half right at 
that. He won the Eclipse Stakes in his next start 
and followed this up by giving ten pounds and a 
beating to Ballot in the Great American Stakes, 
with Superman, meeting Water Pearl at level 
weights, third. Next he won the Tremont, con- 
ceding 14 to 17 pounds to four opponents. Then 
he sustained a reverse. He tried to concede Bal- 
lot seven pounds in the first half of the Double 
Event and went under by more than a length. 
This was followed by another defeat in the Great 
Trial, in which he failed to concede seven pounds 
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to the Ormondale Stable’s Oran, trained by Tom 
Welsh, but he finished in front of Ballot, which 
again had seven pounds the best of the weights. I 
also ran Charles Edward in this stakes and he fin- 
ished a good fifth, ridden by Roscoe Troxler. Lu- 
cien Lyne had ridden Water Pearl in the Great 
Trial, and I rode him back in the second half of 
the Double Event; Miller of course rode Oran, as 
he was under contract to Tom Welsh. In this 
race Water Pearl conceded from three to 14 
pounds to six rivals, and he met Oran at level 
weights, 129 pounds each. Water Pearl won easily 


by two lengths, Peter Pan was second, Superman _ 


third, and Oran a well beaten fifth. 

Water Pear! ran twice thereafter. His victory 
in the Double Event was on July 10 and he went 
off, so I did not start him again until the Junior 
Champion Stakes on September 22, in which he 
carried top weight with Demund and Ballot, 127 
pounds, and finished fourth, Salvidere winning. 
He made his farewell appearance under the 
orange and white of Sydney Paget at Brighton 
Beach October 1 in the Produce Stakes, won by 
Billy Lakeland’s Electioneer, winner of the Fu- 
turity that year. Evidently the indisposition he 
was suffering from was more deep-seated than 
anyone suspected, for Water Pearl was stricken 
with pneumonia and died shortly after.
